The
Island, comprising several acres of high, dry
ground, is well supplisd with gigantic forest
trees; not a scrap of underbrush can be
found on the Islend, and o nandsomo green
sward coyers the groater part of i, From
the hour that the first advance gaard of the
balters reach tho place until the last baker
departs homeward, the sland is as exclu-
sively the association's as the island of Rob-
innon Crusoo was oxclusively his own after
his somewhat hWistorieal sthipwreck. Sur-
rounding Shogo Island is as handsone a
sheat of wator as can be found in the state,
Excollent fishiing can be found in these
waters, and in addition to the steamoer that Is
turned over forthe use of the association,
thorn is an abundenca of row boats, all of

guests,  The arrangementa for reaching
Milford mre  excellont there being

both a4 morning and afterncon train to
the place. On  Sunday the closing
day, aspecinl train will be run for the ne-
commodation of the association that will ar.

noon and evening tridns enst and west, At
the grounds the pavillion tent will accommo-
dato 100 with slesping quarters, and the us-
socintion has o complete supply of all culi-
nary articles required,  The buke will open
with o grand fish chowdor served at 5 p.om.
Friday, and it will be u continupus round of
feasting from that time until the close. To
supply the camp with raw material two sea
wartles welghing 150 pounds each have been

rocured, n half dozen barrels of clams, &

ke supply of oysters in the shell, 100 pounds
of blue fish, and last but not least an ade-
a\l!nbs supply of green corn s en route from

@ south for the occasion,

To toe uniniviated o ensual description of
the movements of the chiot cook and his as-
sistants wili not be without intorest. A
olam that was present atthe last bake opened
its shiell to observe that nowhere were more
competent cooks to be found, A cauldron is
swung over o fire and in this fifty pounds of
turtle is changod into soup,  From that hour
on soup oun be had at any time in the day or
night. A second cauldrom, holding about
threa bushels of clams is placed over a fire and
filledl with the bivalves. 1L is covered tightly
and steamed for six hours, Every evening
during the continunnce of the-balte this dish
Is opened to the guests, and in the closing
day the contest to see who can dispose of the
greatest number of them  takes place. The
successful aspirant for the honor is then in
the silence of tha throng elected president
for the ensuing yeor by a rising vote that is
always ungnimous, This rather novel
moethod of  election explains why General
Meliride I8 President and why he has held
the office ondwo other occusions,  Bul, per-
haps the crowning dish of the feast would
be voted to the old relinble oyster.  Early in
the procecdings n pit is dug long and wide

THE FIELD AND FARMYARD,

Portinent Hinta on the Breading and
Feeding of Caltle,
Profit From Dairy Cows—-Early Po-
tatocs—A Story With a Moral
—Farm Notes,

Potatoes In Quick Thnme,

A eorrespondent furnishes the follow-
fng to the New York Tribune “It has
Lbeen my father's practice during many
yenrs 1o start hia eacly potatoes Mnarch
1, enusing the erop to mnture two or
thres weeks in advance of those planted
in the cold soil. Take a shallow box
that will slide under the kitchen stove,
or stand In warm air wherever convens
iant, lenning room enough for a cover
in'chse of oxcessive heat. Cover the
bottom with an inch of Ine moist earth,
Iny on it cut pleces of potato (eye up-
wanrd) 80 as to cover the layer of enrth.
Cover the potatoes thus arranged with
another luyer of soil, and thues fill the
box with alternate layers of earth and
potatoes. Cover the last or upper layer
and level the surface. I tho surface
gots too dry moisten a little. When
rendy to plant carry the box to the gar-
don, and by taking heed the contonta
may be turned out entire, casily separ-
ated by beginning on one side,.  When
planting do not cover the grass leaves.
By comparing your first new potatocs
thus hastened with those of your neigh-
bor the advantage can be estimated.

A Story With a Moral,

About seventeen yenrs ago a farmer
named Gleason, living northeast of [n-
depmdence, Jowa, one morning found
one of his colts dead, and there wns cer-
tain evidenco that it had been killed by
some one, The young man supposed to
have killed the colt left the country
about that time, and very little was
heard from him until last fall, when it
wis learned that he had been converted
and had joined the church. A short
time ago the young man returned to
Buchanan county for a visit. While
thare he went to Mr. Gleason'’s farm,
and, meeting that person, said: *I be-
lieve you lost a colt several years ago.”
“I did,” wns the reply, ‘““How much
was it worth,” was the next question.
“About 880, ““Will this pay for it?"
said the visitor, handing ount #100.
“*Yes, and more too,"” said Mr. Gleason,
handing back $20. The other person
took the $20 and departed, starting for
Nebraska that day. This is the kind of
religion that is needed.

Sheep ns Fertilizers,

An observer states that the best bine-
giass in Kentucky is found on farms on
which sheep have been kept for many
yvears. A British authority declares that
the farms in England and Scotland that
are the most productive are those on
which sheep have been the leading
kinds of animuais kept, though very
smull quantities of commercial [fertif-
izers have been applied to them. The
reason appenrs to be that sheep convert
conrse fodder into manure much better
than horses and cattle.  With the aid
of a little eoncentrated food, like oil-
cake, or cotton-secd meal, they will
make a rapid gain on n diet of grain,
straw and turnips. The profit of (cn{)-
ing sheep is not to be estimated entirely
hy comparing the price of the wool and
meat they produce with the cost of keep-
ing them. The improved condition of
the farm must also be taken into consid-
eration. The advantages of keeping
sheep may be shown in one year or in
flve yeara. The profit in the sheep
business s only determined by com-
paring the condition of the farm on
which they have been kept for many
yvears with that of other places where
they have not been kept. The farms
in the country that have for a series of
years best retained their original fer-
tility or increased their productiveness
are those on which large numbers of
sheep have been kept, The farms in
Vermont on which Merino sheep have
been kept from the time of their first
introduction into the country are wval-
uable and productive, notwithstandin
that the soil was thin and the lan
stony. In Pennsylvania, New York,
northern Ohio, southern Michigan and
Wisconsin, the farms on which sheep
have been kept continue to produce
large erops, and are not mortgaged or
andvertised for sale. They have not ran
down like the farms that have becn
dovoted to raising grain for the market.
The old farms in Canada that command
the highest prices arc those on which
gheop hove been kept from the time
they were fivst occupied, The pastures
on them are comparatively free from
bushes and weeds, while the soil is firm
and productive of the bhest sorts of
grysses, A farm on which a large
number of sheep have been kept for
many yenrs is very desirable for dairy
purposcs.

Succulent Food For Cattle.

The only conclusion which we can
draw from the experience of feeding
milech cows with succulent food and
silage, satd Prof. Lloyd in his paper at
the British dinry conference, is, that
the water that exists naturally in a
vegelable tissue hos a special effect
upon  the snimal, and can not bs ad-
equately repluced by water drunk in
the usual way. Io my opnion, it scoms
that in vegetable mattor there is an in-
timate union between this wator and
the chemical combinntion, What this
union or chemical combination iscan not
yvot boe said. In mineral substances we
known thut water can exist in intimate
ehewmical upion entively difevent from
water, which is morely mixed with that
substnnee, and we  may argue, by
anilogy that there may be o similar two-
fold eondition of water in vegetluble
substances. Whether this be so or not
the fact remaoins that n vegetable as

grown  acts  very differently as
food to that vogetable firat

drled and subsequently mixed with an
umount’ of water equal to that which
had been waken away, After acareful
consideration of the feeding experi-
ments hitherto conducted it scems Lo
me that the succulent foods which have
coptuined the greatest proportion of
water have proved the most valuable
for duiry cattle and this is apparently
the chael cuuse why, in the experiments
of Mr. 1. N, Edwards and sulsequently
of 5ir John Lawes and Dr. Gillwert,
mangels huve proved superior to silnge.
In dry matter the two digts were simi

lar, but the mangels contained @ighty

Profit From Dalry Cows,

It is a protty good native cow that
will malke 300 pounds of buttor a yenr;
averaging seven ppunds por wesk for
nearly ten months of that tima, I the
butter can bo sold for 20 cenld per
pound it gives a larger avorage profit
per acre for the Innd required to keap
the cow than can bes got from grain
growing at prosent prices, Il threo
nores are required to feed acow through
the yoar, this is 830 an acre profit, leav-
ing skim milk for the piga and manure
from the cow to pay for the labor. But
there are ways to groatly inerense this
profit.  With fodder coen as u basis for
sha ration and the purchase of whent,
bran, corn moal and other menls ns ae-
cossories, n cow may be kept most of
the year on little more than an acre.
Bettor still, by the addition of improved
blood the tow may be brod to produco
much more of both milk and butter per
yonr. Examine clogely the records of
both mill and butter of the Holstein-
Eriesian stock and determine il this be
not the true road to success,

Girls on the Farm,

In a paper read before Pomonn grange
Jefferson county, Pa., Mra., James Me-
Cracken asks:

“Is it presumption to allege that if
the girls could be convineed that in a
life upon the farm there is so much
comfort, pleasure and independence as
may be found in the homes of men in
other eallings in lifo; thoy would be
willing to leave the farms of theire fath-
ers only to bocome matrons in rural
homas of their own: and farmers' boys
would be as slow to leave their horses
and their plows to seek for pleasure and
fortune in the city ns o whale would be
to start upon an overland route from
Muine to California,

Farmers, a3 a rule, think that girls
do not need ns much education as boys,
but a greater mistake could not be
made. Make education practical, sen-
sible, and not & mere vapor—a thin
that withers upon leaving !'il'.hl'll')l.llllﬁ
dies away with marriage, I eclaim they
should not only be eduecated in school
but taught how to do domestic work.
Teach them how to keep heuse; and,
upon leaving thes parental roof, to tuke
charge of homesof their own their girl-
hood training will be readily traced
through every dopartment which comes
beneath their supervision. No sensible
and educated young man will marry a

irl whose education and early training

ave been such that she must necessari-
ly hang ns a dead weight upon his arm
as he moves onward and upward in
ociety and position in life,
Sheep With Other Stock.

Professional sheep growers seldom
turn sheep into a yard with other stock,
says the Indiana Farmer. They have
learned by experience that it does not
pay. In the case of high-priced blooded
stock i has sometimes been pretty dear
uxpariuncc. The fapmer who keeps but
a few sheep and has never made a
special study of the business cannot do
better than to tollow the example of
those who have; yet we notice that it
is the almost invariable custom with
such farmers  to allow  their
sheep to take, , their chances
among the mixed stock of the common
yard. In most cases they arcobliged
to get their living from the straw-
stuck, or rick of hay, around which var-

ious horned cattle hold  sway.
Many of the more timid of
the flock will go hungry before

they jeopardize themselves by erowding
in to get o small share of the common
feed. Unless a sheep iskilled outright,
the owner is seldom aware of an_injury
when it occurs. [t is a matter of great
wonder to him, however, that he has no
more lambs from so many ewes. Look-
ing at the matter understandingly it is
o greal wonder that he has any, or that
hall his ewes roemain alive. It costs but
little to have an extra yard for the
sheep opening off their own pen or
house. A few feet of lumber and a few
hours’ time can well be expended here.
The man who makes proper provision
for his uheep in this way is not the man
who suys: “There nin't no profit in
sheap, anyway. 1 just keep a few to eat
up the odds and ends,” as a farmer re-
muarked to the writer only a fow doys
ago.
